! was in tho smoking oar, near tho 
ront end; from tho noise I thought 
he engine was in tho ditch with one or 
rWO cars piled upon it. 
I was thrown 


under tho scat in front of me.

remember which side of tho cnr I got 
out o», but know that I reached tho 
engine on tho north side. 
I went for- 


ward to see what waa hurt, 
Tho first 


person I met was ono masked man near 
iho baggage car door, who nointod a 
revolver in each hand toward me, and 
told mo to get back, firing at mo at tho 
sumo time, I backed down as 'tar as 
the sleeping coach boforc I felt that I 
was out of his way.

I then wont into the sleeping car 
at tho rear, still trying to got a revolver 
and urging the passengers to keep qui- 
et as these men wore robbing tho cars 
1 went out of tho ladies' cur up to tho 
bank and thenoc to tho engine.

came from the south side'of the train; 
did not sec tho man on tho north side 
then; did not MCO or 
hoar anything 


more of tho masked.men. 
After the 


passengers had got quiet 1 wont for- 
ward lo investigate the causo of tho 
wreck. 
At the hind truck of tho smo 


king car I found a fish plate bad bcon 
removed from tho rail on tho north 
side, disconnecting a rail at both ends 
A rope and strap wcro tied in tho boll 
holes of tho disconnected rail at the west 
end and the rope passed under tho south 
rail across the ditch and up on to th 
bank. A piece of rope was found on the 
bank, which seems to have been broken 
from the other.
